President’s Wife Finds Quar- 
ters for Youth Delegates 
Who Lack Them. 


LONDON, Feb. 10 (AP).—Britain 
and France issued blunt new dec- 
larations against a “patched-up” 
peace today, as they watched Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s latest diplomatic 
moves in the European situation. 

Addressing a public gathering at 
‘Bristol, Air Minister Sir Kingsley 
Wood emphasized the Allies’ inten- 
tion to fight on to “a real peace, 
not a patched-up pact that would 
leave Europe once again the sub- 
pect of assault and violation.” | 

“We and our allies,” he declared, 
“are determined to secure the 
world against the possibility of the 
repetition of atrocities and inhu- 
manities which have repelled and 
shocked mankind.” 

A semi-official note was issued in 
Paris warning that the “constant 
peril” of Germany must be crushed 
“before the world to come takes 
shape by agreement.” 


As Paris Views Visit. 


The note said France would wel- 
come Under-Secretary of State 
Sumner Wellés on-his forthcoming 
European fact-finding tour, or- 
dered by President Roosevelt, but 
commented coolly on the State D 
partment’s announcement of infor- 
mal diplomatic conversations with 
neutrals with a view to reducing 
armaments and promoting “sound 
and lasting peace for all nations.” 

“England and France,” the Paris 
note said, “are now seeking by vic- 
tory of their arms to obtain ‘mate- 
rial and positive guarantees’ of 
peace without Which no stable or- 
ganization of international rela- 
tions could be established.” 

Wood said the partnership of 
Russia and Germany had disap- 
pointed Germany both politically 
and materially and he accused Ger- 
many of condoning a reign of ter- 
ror in the part of Poland its troops 
occupied.

ALBANY, Ga., Feb. 10 (AP).—A 
tornado swept across Albany to- 
day, killing 23 or more persons, in- 
juring nearly 500 and causing prop- 
erty damage estimated at $5,000,000. 

Rumbling in just after 4 o’clock 
“like a thousand freight trains,” 
the wind started its mile-long fur- 
row among old homes four blocks 
southwest of the downtown area, 
smashing dozens of these _ resi- 
dences. 

Then the storm lifted momentar- 
ily and swept on into the business 
section centered around the  37- 
year-old Dougherty County Court- 
house. Here it ripped roofs from

Forfeiture of Confidence. 

Events are beginning to bear out 
his prophecy of the effects that 
would accrue if Russia should 
change its attitude from interna- 
tional fraternity to aggressive na 
tionalism. 

“The chief danger,” he wrote in 
discussing this issue, is the risk 
that the Russians may “forfeit the 
confidence” they won in the Octo- 
ber revolution when they smashed 
national oppression, evacuated the 
troops from Persia and Mongolia, 
proclaimed the independence of 
Finland and Armenia, and general- 
ly placed the national question on 
an entirely new basis... . 

“Two things are possible: Either 
we succeed in stirring up and revo- 
lutionizing the far imperialist rear 
—the colonial and semi-colonial 
countries of the East—and thereby 
hasten the fall of capitalism, or we 
muff it, and thereby strengthen im- 
perialism and weaken the force of 
our movement.” 

Threat of War in Mind. 

Stalin feared more than a mere 
loss of confidence on the part of 
these neighbors. The threat of war 
was in the back of his mind. More 
than once he presented the theme: 

“Of the 140,000,000 people (in the 
Soviet. republics) . the great 
Russians do not comprise more 
than 75,000,000. The remaining 65,- 
000,000 consist of nationalities other 
than great Russians. 

“Furthermore, these nationalities 
mainly inhabit the border regions, 
which are most vulnerable from 
the military point of view... 

“Finally, these border regions are 
less developed than central Russia 
(or not developed at all) from the 
industrial and military point of 
view, owing to which they are not 
in a position to defend their in- 
dependent existence without the 
military and economic assistance 
of central Russia; just as central 
Russia is not in a position to pre- 
serve its military and economic 
power without the assistance of 
the border regions in the way of 
fuel, raw materials and food- 
stuffs.” 

It was in these border regions 
the beginning of a 
crackup of the Soviet system if 
Russia should adopt a strong na- 
tionalistic policy in world affairs, 

Fear of Wrangles Within. 

“Great-power chauvinism,” as he 
called it, was to him only a big 
brother to “local varieties of chau- 
vinism ... (which) threaten to 
turn some of our republics into 
the scene of national wrangling.” 

In other words, if the Russians 
should decide to force their will 
on weaker neighbors, would it not 
be an incentive for other national- 
ities within the Soviet republics to 
impose their will on their weaker 
neighbors? 

In his home state of Georgia, 
for example, 30 >er cent of the 
people are non-Georgians—Arme- 
nians, Abkhasians, Adjarians, Os- 
sets and Tatars. Suppose they got 
to fighting among themselves on 
nationalistic lines! 

Then, too, Georgia has a port, 
Batum, and a rail center, Tiflis. 
The port is essential to the life of 
a neighboring: state, Azerbaidjan. 
Tiflis is a necessary economic out- 
let for the Armenians. If Georgia 
were to follow a course of ram- 
pant nationalism, the Georgians 
could enforce almost any ultima- 
tum ,on Azerbaidjan and the Ar- 


menians. 
Warns of Risk. 
Multiply the Georgian situation 
many times and there is the situa- 
tion in the Federation of Soviet 
Republics as a whole, once nation- 
alism is loosed, The .

This was not a line of thought 
adopted after the fact. In that 
part of “Marxism and the National 
and Colonial Question” which he 
wrote in 1917, he asserted: 

“We are at present witnessing 
a definite conflict between the Finn- 
ish people and the provisional Gov- 
ernment (of Russia). The repre- 
sentatives of the Finnish people... 
are demanding that the provisional 
Government should return to the 
people the rights they enjoyed be- 
fore they were annexed to Russia. 
The provisional Government refuses 
because it will not recognize the 
sovereignty of the Finnish people. 
On whose side must we range our- 
selves? Obviously, on the side of 
the Finnish people, for it is intoler- 
able that we should indorse the 
forcible retention of any people 
whatsoever within the bounds of 
one state.” 

Today the one “out” that Stalin 
allowed himself in a case like this 
has already been exhausted. 

“It should be borne in mind,” 
he wrote, “that besides the right 
of nations to self-determination 
there is also the right of the work- 
ing class to consolidate its power, 
and to: this latter right the right 
ol self-determination is subordi- 
nate.’ 


SHIP, SINKING OFF ENGLAND 
AFTER COLLISION, SENDS $ 0S 


Holland-American Line Freighter 
Gives No Details of Accident 
in Radio Call for Help. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 10 (AP), — 
Mackay radio today picked up a dis- 
tress call from the steamer Burger- 
dyk which said it was sinking 
after a collision 60 miles south of 
Bishop "Rock. Bishop Rock is at 
Land’s End, England, one of the 
first points sighted by eastbound 

Atlantic boats. 

The Burgerdyk, a —§ 6853-ton 
freighter operated by the Holland- 
American Line, sailed from New 
York Jan. 30 for Rotterdam. 

The SOS received here gave no 
details of the collision.

Captain Denies Charges. 


At his home in Melrose, Mass., 
the captain denied he had im-

“I was Captain of the Algic. I 
am probably the most unpopular 
shipmaster so far as some elements 
are concerned, I expect I will have 
this sort of thing as long as I go to 
sea, and I doubt if I will go very 
long, because I will be too much 
trouble to shipowners, It is the ob- 
ject of these men to drive me out 
of my job.”

The trust, consists of land 
in St. Clair County, south of East 
St. Louis, which was acquired be- 
tween 1870 and 1890 by the Pitz- 
mans’ father, the late Julius Pitz- 
man, and Edward C. Kehr, St. 
Louis attorney. Beneficiaries of 
the trust, which was set up in 1928, 
were four Pitzman heirs and four 
Kehr heirs.

It means, too, that we have not 
yet eliminated the terrific peaks and 
valleys:of production and consump- 
tion. We have made definite gains. 
We hope and believe that we have 
found the way to prevent a recur- 
rence of the collapse from the high 
point of 1929 to the low point of 
February, 1933. We have not 
stopped the swing of the pendulum 
but we believe we have greatly cir- 
cumscribed the width of that swing 
from one extreme to the other. 

.- Therefore, -I suggest again. that 
on social and economic matters you 
and I are substantially in agree- 
ment as to the objective, but that 
there are some of you who think 
that objective can be gained over- 
night.

DEWEY CONTENDS 


‘Greatest Financial Error 
in History,’ Republican 
Says of President’s State- 


ment on Debt. 


HELENA, Mont. Feb. 10. — 
Thomas E. Dewey, campaigning for 
the Republican presidential nomi- 
nation, asserted tonight that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in a statement of| 
Government debt “made an error of 
twenty-six and a half billion dollars 
... The greatest financial error in 
history.” 

The New York District Attorney 
said in a Lincoln day address here 
that Roosevelt made “the following 
astonishing statement” at his press 
eonference Monday: 

“*The total owed by Government 
is no greater than it was in 1932. 
In other words, local debt, state 
debt, county debt and city debt had 
gone down the full extent that Fed- 
eral debt had gone up.” 

Dewey cited Treasury and other 


figures to show that while state 
and loca] debts were almost un- 


changed in 1939 as compared with 
1932, the United States Government 
debt “increased $21,000,000,000 and 
the debt of Government agencies 
by another $5,500,000,000.” 

“Just to measure the size of the 
blunder,” he continued, “that error 
was about equal in dollars to all the 
money spent by the United States 
Government in its whole history 
from the day George Washington 
took office until the outbreak of 
the great war in 1917.” 

Earlier, in an interview, Dewey 
said: “Jobs for 9,000,000 people who 
want them” is the nation’s No, 1 
problem. Only under the Repub- 
lican party can we get a reason- 
able and intelligent approach to 
public spending. Only under the 
Republican party can we get a rea- 
sonable and intelligent approach 
to the problem of 9,000,000 unem- 
ployed. The answer to the budget 
problem lies in 930,000 Federal em- 
ployes, compared with 560,000 
seven years ago. The army of Fed- 
eral employes has been built up to 
a large extent for patronage pur- 
poses of the New Deal.”

VERIFIED FIGURES ON THE 
longest truck test run ever con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
American Automobile Association 
have been officially released with 
fhe completion of Chevrolet’s 
100,000-mile record-breaking truck 
tour of three countries. The 
run, which has been in prog- 
ress since January, 1938, es- 
tablishes a new world.mark for 
sustained, certified operation. It 
began and ended in Ottawa, the 
Canadian national capital, Jan. 10, 
1$38, and Jan. 21, 1940, respectively. 

The unit selected for the test 
was a stock model, 1%-ton Chevro- 
let truck, selected at random from 
assembly lines in Flint, Mich., 
by AAA officials. From the mo- 
ment it left the assembly line, 
the truck has not moved an 
inch without AAA certification. 
Three official observers for the auto 
organization have seen service with 
the unit. 

An average of 15.1 miles per gal- 
lon or fuel was maintained 
throughout the 100,000 miles, at an 
average operating speed of 33.07 
miles per hour. Ton miles per 
gallon averaged 69.91, based on the 
4590-lb. fixed “payload” carried 
throughout the run. Oi] was 
changed 44 times and five quarts 
were added between regular 
changes. Miles per quart of dil 
consumed totaled 1072. Mileage 
per quart in the final 10,000-mile 
period was ahéad of the natonal 
average of 1181 miles per quart. 
Total operating cost, including gas- 
oline, all oil used, lubrication, work, 
and replacement was $1,941.70, 
which is an average of $.01942 per 
mile and $.00419 per ton mile. 


A NEW FORD V-8 TRUCK RE- 
cently placed in service by the 
West Coast Flagstone Co., West 
Hollywood; Cal, carried 14,250 
pounds of stone and averaged 10.2 
miles to the gallon of gasoline for 
1352 miles. The unit has a 158- 
inch wheelbase chassis, 95 horse- 
power V-8 engifie, heavy duty two- 
speed axle and auxiliary springs. 
On the 1352-mile trip, the heavily 
loaded truck passed over the Ridge 
route, known for its long, steep 
grades, and is estimated to have 
traveled approximately 100 miles in 
low and low-low gears.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10 (AP).— 
Twenty-four hours after its Execu- 
tive Committee had suspended Gene 
Mako and Wayne Sabin for break- 
ing the amateur rules, the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association to- 
day adopted legislation designed to 
forestall similar infractions in the

Landis Plan Would Kill — 
Minors in 5 Years, Rickey Says: 


COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 10 (AP).—Branch Rickey, general manager 
of the Cardinals, predicted tonight the recent recommendation of Base- 


ball Commissioner K. M. Landis to 


eliminate farm club chains “would 


kill every league in baseball, except possibly the major leagues, within 


five years.” 

“The farm system was, and still 
is, the savior of baseball,” Rickey 
told an audience of old timers here. 
“Without it the game will perish.” 

‘The Cardinals, through their 
farm system, have put more ball 
players into the major leagues than 
any 10 independently operated clubs 
you can name, And we are ac- 
cused of holding men down. 

“As a matter of fact, I am ac- 
cused of just the opposite in my 
Own organization,” he said, turn- 
ing to George Trautman, president 
of the American Association and 
former head of the Columbus Red 
Birds, a Cardinal farm club. 

“I wish I knew how many times 
I have been plagued by you, George 
Trautman, with accusations of my 
sending you players too young when 
you were president of the Columbus 
club.” 

He confronted Billy Southworth, 
manager of the Cardinals’ Roches- 


ter club of the International League 
with the same question. 

‘It is the farm system that dis- 
covers, develops and distributes 
ball players to better advantage 
to all concerned than any other 
means that has yet been devised,” 
Rickey asserted. 

He suggested adoption of the uni- 
versal draft and elimination of 
working agreements and the rignt 
to option players would give base- 
ball a 20-year setback. 

“That system worked 20 years 
ago,” he said, “but that was before 
the day when: fans listened to 
major league ball games on the 
radio, jumped into their high pow- 
ered cars and drove 100 miles or 
more over good roads to see big 
leagué. clubs play. Progress has 
made minor league baseball impos- 
sible without help from the majors, 
who by the same token were play- 
ing to ever increasing crowds.”

Broken down, this total 
consisted of $620,161.43 in schol- 
arships, $440,957.60 in loans, $2,- 
571,920.70 in salaries earned on 
campus jobs. 

Maj. Griffith said the report 
was compiled to show that non- 
athlete students in the confer- 
ence receive legitimate financial 
aid in proportion to that granted 
athletes.

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Quail Casualties. 


Now that the snow and ice have cleared away from most of the 
open ground fairly accurate information is available on how Bob 
White fared during the recent four weeks. Until now, reports have 


been conflicting. 


Some said the quail were unharmed while others 


predicted they would be almost annihilated by winter's severity. 


St. Joseph and vicinity had the 
worst winter in history. Twelve 
inches of snow falling in 24 hours 
on top of eight inches caused drifts 
and heavy coverings that could not 
be scratched through by quail. 
Wores that that, it made it al- 
mots impossible for a person to 
clear away a place on which to put 
out cracked grain and other small 
food. 


In the southern half of the State 
including the area around St. Louis, 
the weather was not quite so severe. 
In the rural districts patches could 
be found within a week or 10 days 
where food could be placed and, 
most important, where individuals 


‘were not so handicapped by exces- 


sively deep snow in getting out to 
erect shelters and scatter food, 
* 


Lucky. 


Fortunately, the principal quail 
crop is in the southern half of the 
State, where the winter was less 
severe. However, an enormous num- 
ber of birds died in the northern 
half. 

Another fortunate thing is that 
the Conservation Commission and 
various wildlife agencies in the 
northwestern part of Missouri had 
not re.eased many quail in that 
area. During the past two years 
studies have been made, food 
patches planted and watering facili- 
ties constructed which within 4a 
few years will make the section an 
an ideal home into which quail can 
be moved. 


Weird Weather. 


Weird winter weather which gave 
Louisiana a taste of ice skating 
and Western Canada a bit of De- 
cember Indian summer played 
havoc with migratory birds, espe- 
cially ducks. 

Thousands of the fow], their mi- 
gratory instincts apparently set 
awry by freak temperatures, failed 
to complete their customary flights 
to the Southland. Suddenly, a sub- 
zero wave swept down from Canada 
and across the Dakotas, completely 
sealing the feeding grounds. 

More than 40,000 mallards and 
other species were discovered in 
starving condition on the frozen 
Illinois River, near La Salle, late 
last month. A Granville (Ill.) phy- 
sician reported the plight of these 
birds and Ducks Unlimited imme- 
diately raised funds for corn to be 
distributed by State Game Wardens. 


Fish Perish. 

Thousands of fish have perished 
in shallow pools in a slough in St. 
Charles County created by back 
water from the Alton Dam. The 
water level” was reduced by the 
opening of the dam gates. 

It is thought that the fish came 
into the slough when the Missis-

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Schools in City’s Slum Areas 
Found Far Below Standard in 
Supplement to Strayer Report

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An area of social problems, with 
particular reference to school plant 
pianning, is set up in a suppie- 
mentary report of the Strayer pub- 
lic school survey, which has been 
delivered to’ Mark D. Eagleton, 
president of the Board of Educa- 


tion. 

This problem area coincides to a 
large extent with the homes of un- 
derprivileged children, both white 
and Negro, and with the region of 


slums and general social difficul- 
ties, as encountered constantly by 
welfare workers, city planners and 
governmental agencies. 

It embraces seven of the 26 social 
statistic areas of the city, as fol- 
lows: Hyde Park, Downtown, Mill 
Creek, Soulard, Beaumont, Lindell 
(except a small strip west of ‘Tay- 
lor avenue), and Garfield. Bor- 
dered by the river on the east, the 
outer street boundaries of the prob- 
lem district, in sequencé, from 
north to south, are: Angelica, Nortn 
Fiorissatit, Twentieth, Cass, Gar- 
rison, St. Louis, Marcus, Page, Tay- 
lor, Laclede; Ewing and Lynch. 

Much of the supplemental report, 
prepared by Ludwig J. Hauser of 
the survey staff, is devoted to the 
thesis that schoolhouses in slums 
should be “infinitely superior” to 
those in neighborhoods of higher 
economic levels, and to a showing 
that in many respects this is not 
the case in St. Louis. 

$38 Schools in Problem Area. 

The problem area has 22 white 
grade schools and 16 Negro grade 
schools, including one of each class 
just outside the boundaries. There 
are only two other Negro grade 
schools in the city. The survey 
rated desirability and character- 
istics of all school buildings in the 
city under a detailed scoring sys- 
tem, with maximum score 1000. 

Hauser’s report stows that 10 
of the Negro schools and five of 
the white schools in the problem 
territory are rated as_ inferior 
(0-299). These are: White—Ames, 
Clinton, Peabody, Penrose, Rid- 
dick; Negro—Banneker, Carr Lane, 
Cottage Avenue (portable), Crow, 
Dessalines, Dumas (portable), Jef- 
ferson, L’Ouverture, Waring and 
West Belle (portable). (Note: New 
buildings are being erected for 
Clinton, Peabody, Banneker and 
Waring.)

Size of School Sites. 


In much of the problem area the : 


average size of school sites is only 
9 of an acre, while most of the 
remaining sites there vary from 
16 to 1.7 acres, and the largest 
is 2.72 acres at the Dunbar (Negro) 
School, formerly used for whites. 
An accepted standard for grade 
school sites is five acres, says the 
report, but the highest average here 
is 3.4 acres in outlying sections. 

However, an adequate playground 
is one of the. essential requiré- 
ments in the problem area, as @ 
preventive of delinquency, it is 
pointed out, and adequate gym- 
nasiums are another important fac- 
tor. Yet only eight white schools 
and two Negro schools in this area 
have gymnasiums. Only six white 
schools and three Negro have 
shower baths, but “the need for 
bathing facilities is particularly ur- 
gent in the problem area, ‘as indi- 
cated by the large number of per- 
sons per bathtub in homes of se- 
lected slum areas.” : 

Handicraft Training Lacking. 

A deficiency in provision of man- 
ual training and domestic science 
instruction facilities.in the problem 
area is noted, and there are “no 
science, artcraft or music rooms.” 

Although the homes‘afford few 
books, only one school for each 
race in the area has a library. How- 
ever, the board’s traveling library 
has almost twice as large average 
book circulation in the white 
schools of this area as in the rest 
of the city. Only one school for 
each race in the area has an audi- 
torium, “where assemblies, dramat- 
ics and moving pictures may be 
presented.” 

Physical facilities for safeguard- 
ing the health of pupils in the 
problem area are described as lim- 
ited, largely because the’ old 
schoolhouses contain only made- 
over or makeshift quarters for 
medical examinations and tests. 

After referring to.comparatively 
limited opportunities of many fam- 
ilies on relief in this area to meet 
“the recreational, health and en- 
riched educational needs of the 
children,” the report declares the 
conditions are “a real challenge to 
ithe schools.” 

The schools, it is asserted, shoula 
exert leadership in the problem 
of slum clearance, and the curri- 
culum in the better districts should 
include study of the slum neigh- 
borhoods, through visits as well

A loan of $150,000 has been made} 


by Washington University to help 
finance the erection of two six- 


family apartment buildings at 816'

One hundred new members en- 
tered the Federal Home Loan Bank 


system during 1939, including 97) ~~ 


state-chartered savings and loan 
associations or similar institutions 
and three new Federal savings and 
loan associations. As of Jan. 1, 
1940. this national home mortgage 
credit reservoir had 3920 members, 
including savings and loan asso-| 
ciations, co-operative banks, home-/ 
stead associations, savings banks 
and insurance companies. 
Cincinnati Bank Leads. 

The Federal Home Loan Bank of 
Cincinnati, serving Ohio, Kentucky 
and Tennessee, un Dec. 31 led the 


other 11 banks of the system in|’ 


membership with 584 members. The 
Pittsburgh bank, serving Pennsyl- 
vania, Delaware and West Virginia, 
was second with 533, and the Chi- 
cago bank, of Illinois and Wiscén- 
sin, third with 471. In order, the 
other banks had the following 
members: Winston-Salem and New 
York tied with 416; Little Rock, 
287: Des Moines, 244; Topeka, 231; 
Boston, 218; Indianapolis, 214; Los 
Angeles, 172, and Portland, Ore., 
id. 

At the close of the year, cumu- 
lative advances of $581,922,460 had 
been made to member institutions 
since the system was created by 
Congress in 1932. Of that total 
$400,609,469 had been repaid, leav- 
ing a balance outstanding of $181,- 
312,991. The Federal Home Loan 
Bank of Chicago led in outstanding 
advances with $25,882,260, the New 
York bank was second with $19,- 
820,094 and the Winston-Salem bank

HEN Congress finally votes on the 
W eaministration’ trade agreement pol- 

icy, the stake will be much greater 
than the mere issue of whether the power 
to barter tariff concessions shall be contin- 
ued. To President Roosevelt and Secretary 
of State Hull the trade treaties stand as a 
symbol of American foreign policy. 

If the right to continue negotiation of 
trade treaties with foreign governments after 
June 12 is denied by the Senate or the 
House, this, will stand as a repudiation of 
Roosevelt's whole course in the foreign field. 
The net effect of these treaties on the Ameri- 
can economy is, of course, slight. But such 
an instrument for trade negotiation repre- 
sents in the minds of those who shape our 
foreign policy a method for remaking the 
economy of the world along rational and 
democratic lines. 


Only Line of Consistency 
in Indirection and Subterfuge. 


The ideal of a rationalized world economy 
is in the background of every act and every 
statement of responsible officials in the ad- 
ministration from the President on down. It 
is the only line of consistency in what seems 
otherwise to be not so much a deliberate 
policy as a course steered by indirection and 
subterfuge.

If the President could reply to these critics 
as frankly as he liked, without fear of po- 
litical reprisals in a political year, he might 
frame his answer somewhat along this line: 


Nations that have tried to develop a self- 
sufficient, closed economy—autarchic na- 
tions—have inevitably come to dictator- 
ship. The attempt of these totalitarian 
nations to solve their problems through 
aggression has brought on war. No nation 
in the world, not.even the United States, 
can expect to achieve prosperity and se- 
curity until all nations have come to recog- 
nize the need for a fair exchange of the 
world’s goods with no political restrictions 
or barriers. Therefore the head of the 
greatest nation in the world must work 
toward that end even if this means occa 
sional neglect of domestic probiems. 

The President’s closest advisi#rs hope to 
see him take’a prominent, perlraps the lead- 
ing, part in the reorganization of the world 
that must come with peace. They see him 
as the only leader in whom the peoples of 
the world still -have confidence, the only 
American with sufficient knowledize and back- 
ground to do the required job.

During our eight months’ stay in 
the Near East during 1939, there 
were sometimes as many as 2500 
Czecho-Slovakian refugees huddled 
in old cargo ships, floating about 
for weeks and even months at a 
time, trying to enter Palestine. 
Only a limited number had pass- 
ports and were permitted to enter 
under quotas. 

One day I ‘saw an old freighter 
anchored outside the Beirut quar- 
antine station, unloading its human 
cargo from  Czecho-Slovakia into 
the enclosed stockade. For almost 
three months the captain had tried 
secretly to land these victims of 
Nazi persecution on the shores of 
Palestine. Among these 655 refugees 
there were 40 lawyers, 42 engineers, 
seven pharmacists, six journalists, 
eight professional musicians, in-|*°4 
cluding the director of a well-known 
Czecho-Slovakian symphony orches- 
tra, and a grand opera star; 32 doc- 
tors and surgeons, including six 
women; several tfained nurses, 
two staff officers and 60 officers 
of the former National Czech Army, 
besides about 200 regular soldiers. 
Among the Jews were also 40 per- 
secuted German Christians, whose 
views conflicted with Nazi policy. 
Tales of Privation. 

Many were people of culture who 
spoke three or four languages. 
They told us in English of their per- 
secutions and escapes; of their 11 
weeks of privation and congestion 
in the humid summer heat in the 
frightfully overcrowded cargo 
holds.

The large-scale Jewish coloniza- 
tion agency in Palestine welcomes 
these new tens of thousands of ref- 
ugees and helps them to find in 
Palestine the physical and spiritual 
freedom which Nazi policy stripped 
from them in Europe. The trained 
minds and physical energies of ref- 
ugees turn eagerly to the tasks of 
establishing a national home for 
themselves and their descendants. 

The Jews have spent about three- 
quarters of a billion dollars in this 
small country since 1917. More than 
$24,000,000 has been donated by 
Jews all over the world for the pur- 
chase of land alone. Of the 350,000 
acres of land owned by Jews in Pal- 
estine, the Jewish National Fund 
bas purchased more than 120,000 
acres, which will be held in perpetu- 
ity by the Jewish people. These 
lands are rented to colonists on a 
49-year lease for a yearly ground 
rent of 2 per cent.

Since that time, Russia has nearly doubled its gold 
production. It now mines about $185,000,000 worth 
a year. So the arbitrary increase of 70 per cent 
which the United States Government ordered in the 
price spells an increase of some $79,000,000 a year 
in the U. S. S. R.’s foreign purchasing power. | 

As practically all of the world’s newly mined 
gold is finding its way, directly or indirectly, to the

You can't clear a slum and expect to 
help the occupants of the slum district if 
you put everything in the new building 
that you will find in a West End apart- 
ment. People live in slums because they 
can't afford any better. You can’t rent 
a building at slum prices if you run up 
the building cost so high that you have to 
raise the rent in order to come out in 
the black. Why not, if a slum is going to 
be cleared, make it possible for these same 
people to live in this area, and thereby 
take them out of the alleys, basements 
and hovels in which they now live? 

How do you do this? Certainly not by 
putting up a fancy apartment-type struc- 
ture, but by building a long, barracks-like 
tenement, containing flats of two large 
rooms each, with electric light, inside toi- 
let and an individual coal shed for each 
tenant. 

Do away with unnecessary costs of in- 
side stairways and heating plants. Put a 
public bathhouse in each block. In 
other words, give these people exactly 
what they had, but give it to them in a 
cleaner, roomier, airier building than 
they have ever lived in. Rent these flats 
for $8 per month, but restrict your tenants 


to the relief class or WPA workmen and |

of gold from. abroad to the old level by levying an 
import tax of $14.33 an ounce. The Finnish-Russian

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CROCODILE TEARS FOR THE PRESIDENTIAL BUDGET. 

We shed a few crocodile tears for the appropria- 
tions recommended by the President a few weeks 
ago. The Washington correspondents all told us 
that Mr. Roosevelt had worked so hard to stay 
within the national debt limit that Congress had 
no choice but to revise his figures upward. 

And now look at the House! It seems to be trying 
Its knife is falling every- 
where. Even farm allocations are not sacred. But 
it is an old Washington custom that the House 
should reduce appropriations. Then they are marked 
up again by a’ more realistic Senate, and the 
House members of a conference committee accept 
the increase. The 17 regular appropriation bills 
for the fiscal year 1940, for example, were cut 
down to a total of $8,291,000,000 by the House.. The 
Senate raised the figure to $8,994,000,000. When 
finally passed, the bills called for $8,894,000,000. 

The House economy gesture meant mighty little, 
but apparently the Representatives believed it was 
a fine show for the folks back home. Some day 
they may learn that what is wanted is a real re- 
duction in the high cost of government.

GOV. HORNER QUITS THE RACE. 

The withdrawal of Gov. Horner from his announced 
candidacy for re-election in Illinois was not un- 
expected, and yet it has taken his State by surprise. 
The seeming paradox is readily explained. Henry 
Horner has been a sick man for nearly a year 
and a half—sick enough that another ‘campaign 
would have been a cruel thing, even though he 
were willing to run the risk of making it. But 
Illinois has come so to rely on its security in Mr. 
Horner’s day-in-and-day-out devotion to high stand- 
ards of public service that the realization that it 
must lose him from the Governor’s chair is none- 
theless’ a hard blow. 

As Gov. Horner still has nearly a year in office, 
this is not the time for an appraisal of his steward- 
ship. But what the rank and file of Illinois citi- 
zens must know should be said: that Henry Horner 
cannot run for re-election because he sacrificed 
his health in overwork in office. He might have 
trusted more to others and remained a well man, 
but he is one of those who believe with Cleveland 
that a public office is a public trust. He knows 
that he bears responsibilities as Governor which 
only he can discharge. His rout of Len Small in 
1932, his victories over the Chicago bosses in his 
own party, his rescue of Illinois from bankruptcy,

Mr. Roosevelt’s first claim, made in the midst of 
a long series of figures intended to demonstrate im- 
proved conditions under the New Deal, was plainly 
a loose statement and, as now develops, incapable 
of being substantiated. 
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DOUBLE THE PENALTY IF NECESSARY. 

People may not have liked the mounting national 
debt, but, generally speaking, they have accepted it 
as necessary so long as WPA and other Federal 
agencies were needed to supply human needs that 
private enterprise could not meet, 

That acceptance of debt, however, is outraged by 
misuse of relief funds, such as comes to light from 
time to time. Just now, the president of two Indian- 
apolis banks and a prominent clubwoman iin the In- 
diana capital are under indictment for conspiracy to 
defraud the Government through diversion of -WPA 
money and labor. The former Mayor of! Kokomo 
stands convicted on the same charge, and in St. Clair 
County several persons were recently found guilty 
of falsifying State relief records so as to charge 
relief recipients with payments and services which 
they did not receive. A new racket is said to exist 
among women who quit jobs to be married and apply 
for unemployment benefits. And the revelations 
about those chiseling ball players smell io heaven. 

There can be no toleration for such, preying on 
human misery. While the last two examples are ap- 
parently within the law, the full force of the law 
should be brought against those who -will stoop so 
low as to cheat with relief money, and if that is not 
a sufficient deterrent, penalties should be increased.

Remarkable Career. 


EWEY’S history and his re 
markable career as a prosecutor 
are a familiar story. Dewey was 
born of a family,of local Republican 
party leaders in Owosso, Mich., 
March 24, 1902. His paternal 
grandfather, George Martin Dewey, 
was a founder of the Republican 
party “under the oaks,” at Jackson, 
Mich., in 1854. His father, George 
Martin Dewey Jr. was Postmaster 
and newspaper editor at Owosso 
and active in Republican politics. 
He is of British stock on his fa- 
ther’s side and Irish on his moth- 
er’s, and is an Episcopalian. 
Even as a youngster, Dewey 
was serious minded, Lard-working 
and thorough. In grammar school 
and high school days he sometimes 
worked as a printer’s devil in his 
father’s publishing office, and he 
earned spending money by solicit- 
ing magazine subscriptions. In 
fact, when he was in high school 
he had a dozen or more other 
boys working for him in that field. 
At the University of Michigan, 
where he received his B. A. in 1923, 
he worked on The Michigan Daily, 
campus newspaper, one year, and 
was leader of the glee club. His 
rich baritone voice was of such ex- 
cellent quality that he dreamed, 
for a while, of making a career of 
singing. He had won a State-wide 
singing contest in Michigan when 
a student at Ann Arbor and had 
placed third in the subsequent na- 
tional competition at Nashville, 
Tenn. Percy Stevens, the voice 
teacher, encouraged him to come 
to New York, where he enrolled in 
the Stevens studio and simultane- 
ously took up the study of law at 
Columbia University. While a law 
student, he earned the money nec- 
essary for paying for voice train- 
ing by singing in church choirs in 


New York City. 
Married; Two Sons. 


T was at the Stevens studio that 

he met the girl who became Mrs. 

Dewey. She was Frances Eileen 
Hutt, a mezzo-contralto of promise, 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Orla 
Thomas Hutt of Sherman, Tex.

It became a matter of making full- 
fledged farmers out of people, 
young and old, bred in city pursuits 
with little background in farming. 
Adults are first placed in older 
agricultural colonies, while thou- 
sands of young people from Central 
Europe are given two years’ prac- 
tice in farming schools. Upon 
graduation 75 per cent of these 
choose to be farmers. The Jews 
have learned that the wife’s train- 
ing is generally responsible for the 
farmer’s success or failure. There 
are splendid “farmerette” schools 
where we saw hundreds of girls, 
fine physical specimens, learning 
by actual practice to carry on every 
type of farm work. The Jewish 
women’s organization of Hadassah 
finances this “Alayah,” or youth 
training. 


Farmerette’s Story. 


One day we picked up a “farmer- 
ette” who was hitch-hiking to an 
agricultural school. During her 70- 
mile ride with us she told how 
Nazi Germany had confiscated her 
family’s property and thrown her 
father and brother into concen- 
tration work camps. Penniless, her 
mother could not leave. The girl, 
alone, had escaped to Palestine. 
Though only 16 and from city life, 
she was eager to graduate and join 
with other young people like her- 
self to establish a new colony. 

During the past three years, de- 
spite hostility by terrorists, an av- 
erage of one new colony each month 
was established in pioneer regions, 
largely by young people, 

Each new settlement was built in 
the form of a fortified camp, with- 
in a bullet-proof stockade, with 
watchmen night and day -in the 
watch tower. Nightly a powerful 
electric searchlight played over hill 
and valley. Young men and wom- 
en alike have their appointed places 
for the defense of the camp in case 
of attack; drills are held regularly. 

Practically every new colony has 
suffered attacks. On the dining- 
room walls we saw the enlarged 
photographs of those who had died 
to redeem the Land of the Prophets. 
These martyrs inspire and make 
others more determined to stay and 
win. They buckle down to the grim 
tasks of repairing ancient terraces, 
clearing away stones, draining 
swamps, planting forests, orchards 
and vines, under hardships and de- 
privations, for the first years, which 
would discourage all but indomit- 
able youth. 

Enthusiasm and Thrift. 


We also visited many of the older 
colonies. We were impressed with 
the enthusiasm, thriftiness and just 
pride of the colonists in their pro- 
ductive fields and orchards, Women

To Old-Time Productivity 


[and men worked long hours every 
day. Of special interest in the old- 
er colonies were the well equipped 
schools and children’s quarters, 
where the little ones eat, sleep, sun 
bathe and play on schedule under 
trained nurses, “ 

We visited one small colony on 
the sand dunes of the Mediterra- 
nean shore, where every man is a 
doctor, either of medicine or philos- 
ophy. These refugees left Germany 
early in the purge and managed to 
escape with some capital. They 
formed a settlement of co-operative 
land owners. On about an acre 
each, they turned their trained 
minds from medicine and law to 
chickens. Today, this colony 
hatches chicks by the tens of thou- 
sands and supplies all Jewish and 
Arab farmers who want to buy. 
Egg production was raised from an 
average of 70 eggs per year to 160. 
Through scientific effort and co-op- 
eration these refugees have found 
a good living and a new lease on 
life. Other groups of refugees have 
turned tod dairying. By crossing 
Holland cows with the native breeds, 
milk production was increased from 
a yearly average of 150 gallons per 
cow to 770. . 

Forty Cows. 

Some years ago a rich German 
woman donated 40 cows to a strug- 
gling agricultural colony. .The col- 
ony prospered and grew from 30 to 
almost 800 persons. Recently a pen- 
niless German refugee landed in 
Palestine. She was the former do- 
nor of the prize cows. The colony 
eagerly welcomed her and assured 
her of life-long security. 

The Jew’sh colonies, under irri- 
gation and scientific management, 
and by the introduction of better 
strains of vegetables and fruits, 
have greatly increased the carrying 
capacity of the lands of Palestine. 
They demonstrate that production 
can be increaged in other areas so 
that Palestine can absorb, through 
agriculture and industry, a consid- 
erably larger population than it has 
today. But not even the zeal of 
the Jews can bring Palestine back 
to its former productivity, for ero- 
sion has swept off much of the 
fertile soils to bed rock. 

Since the World War, the Jewish 
population of Palestine has in- 
creased by about 325,000. During 
the same. period, Arab population 
has increased an equal number. 
The energetic work and outstand- 
ing abilities of the Jewish groups 
contrast sharply with the indiffer- 
ence and lethargy of the majority 
of local Arabs who occupy 90 per 
cent of Palestine. 

Is this large-scale colonization 
economically sound? The extreme. 
ly high prices paid for land and 
heavy costs for drainage and im- 
provements place a charge against 
the land too high for commercial 
enterprise. But this reclamation of 
Palestine is more than a business: 
undertaking; it is the redemption 


of the only National Homeland the 
Jews ever had.

“In these present moments, no 
spiritual leader, no civil leader can 
move forward on a specific plan 
to terminate destruction and build 
anew. Yet the time for that will 
surely come... . 

“When the time shall come for 
the re-establishment of world peace 
on a surer foundation, it is of the 
utmost importance to humanity 
and to religion that common ideals 
shall have united expression.” 

Somewhat the same note was 
sounded in the President's message 
to Congress in January when he 
spoke of the impossibility of a 
good life anywhere in a world 
“ruled by force,” and referred with 
contempt to those who wished to 
build “a high wall of isolation” 
around the United States. In two 
highly significant paragraphs, he 


+said: 


“For many years after the World 
War, as we know today, blind eco- 
nomic selfishness in most -coun- 
tries, including our own, resulted 
in a destructive mine field’ of trade 
restrictions which blocked the 
channels of commerce among na- 
tions. Indeed, this policy was one 
of the contributing causes of exist- 
ing wars. It dammed up vast un- 
salable surpluses, helping to bring 
about unemployment and suffering 
in the United States and every- 
where else. . 

“To point the way to break up 
the log jam, our Trade Agreements 
Act was passed—and based upon & 
policy of equality of treatment 
among nations and of mutually 
profitable arrangements of trade. 

Hull was working for at, least, 
three years prior to ‘the outbreak 
of the present conflict to build 
up a solid bloc of nations in the 
Western Hemisphere bound to- 
gether by a common trade agree- 
ment. He hoped to see another 
and related bloc formed in Europe 
from the small nations, Great Brit- 
ain and France. Then it was 
Hull’s idea that these united Pow- 
ers should confront the totalitarian 
states and say, in effect, “We 
have agreed upon fair trade rela- 
tions and we want you to come 
in with us.” The Secretary of 
State believes that the present 
war might actually have been 
averted if such an economic union 
of states had been formed in time 
and he blames the inertia of Brit- 
ish Tories as much as the interfer- 
ence and opposition that came 
from the dictator nations. 


Forward-Looking Policy. 


If American foreign policy under 
Roosevelt looks forward to eco- 
nomic reconstruction of the world, 


‘tthis policy has in the past been 


based to a large degree on the need 
to discipline “bad” or totalitarian 
powers. Both by word and deed 
the Roosevelt administration has 
from time to time sought to chas- 
tise Italy, Germany, Russia and 
Japan. It was two years ago last 
October that the President made 
his historic Chicago speech calling 
for a “quarantine” of “ - #¢ 
nations. There had been earlier 
suggestions of this attitude and re- 
peatedly since that time it has been 
reaffirmed. — 


Particularly in the Far East the 

t has insisted on 
maintaining “international rights.” 
In rebuking the Japanese for put- 
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felt confident of public backing in 
this stand, since Japanese bombings 
of undefended towns have aroused 
widespread indignation in this 
country. A number of organizations 
have worked for a boycott against 
Japan. 

It has been assumed that in part, 
of course, we were backing up the 
British in the Far East, holding off 
the Japanese at a time when the 
Western Powers were preoccupied 
with their own quarrel. Recently, 
however, there have been hints 


see us in a more passive role, ap- 
parently hoping to make some sort 
of deal in the Pacific with the 
Japanese. 

In addition to words, the State 
Department applied a moral em- 
bargo on the shipment of aircraft, 
aircraft engines, aircraft arma- 
ment, parts and accessories, 
bombs and torpedoes to countries 
engaged in civilian bombings.

1938. Without any legal sanction, 
the embargo was enforced by de- 
partment pressure backed presum- 
ably by public opinion. Since last 
September this moral embargo has 
been enlarged and made to cover 
Soviet Russia as well as Japan. 
On Dec. 2 it was extended to in- 
clude “materials essential to air- 
plane manufacture,” which meant 
particularly molybdenum and 
aluminum and the alloys made of 
these metals by special American 
processes. 
Field Broadened. 


On. Dec. 20 the moral embargo 
was made to cover a much broader 
field. The State Department, “aft- 
er consultation with the War and 
Navy Departments,” called for an 
vend of delivery “to certain coun- 
tries of plans, plants, manufactur- 
ing rights or technical information 
required for the production of high 
quality aviation gasoline.” This 
again was aimed at Russia and 
Japan. Several ofl ‘companies in- 
terrupted contracts in response to 
the department request. As de- 
partment officials very well real- 
ize, the system of moral embar- 
goes cannot be extended very 
much further. It could hardly be 
made to cover shipments of high 
octane gasoline, for example, since 
sO many. producers are in this 
field and there would inevitably be 
some who would not comply. 

Not only in the Far East but 
in Europe the administration has 
taken a whole series of steps to 
discipline and rebuke the dictator 
nations. Occurring .t wide inter- 
vals and in different parts of the 
world, these have often not seemed 
to be part of any coherent or clear- 
ly formulated policy. Yet consid- 
ered in sequence the line is fairly 
clear. 

Tariff Weapon Against Nazis. 
Twice since 1936 the tariff weap- 
on has been used against Ger- 
many. On the first occasion it 
was intended to checkmate the 
use of Nazi blocked marks in world 
trade. The far more drastic ac- 
tion taken in March of last year 
was aimed at the German barter 
technique. At that time duties on 
Nazi goods were raised on the av- 
erage 25 per cent. This action 
more or less coincided with the 
Nazi march into Czecho-Slovakia 
and was given a political interpre- 
tation. With abrogation of the 
1911 treaty with Japan it became 
possible to increase customs duties 
on Nipponese products and this is 
being held as a club over the re- 
calcitrant Japanese. 

Following the Jewish pogrom 
in Germany in November of 1938, 
the President recalled Ambassador 
Hugh Wilson from Germany. Sub- 
sequently Wilson resigned and no 
one has ever been named in his 
place. Recently Roosevelt has in- 
dicated to some callers that he in- 
tended to appoint an ambassador 
to Germany. The United States 
has never recognized the conquest 
of Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Ethi- 
opia, Manchoukuo or Albania. The

Profits of the first 230 large com- 
panies to report for 1939 were al- 
most a half-billion dollars, or 63 


per cent, greater than 1938. A com- 
pilation by the Asosciated Press to- 
day placed earnings for the group 
at $1,152,061,000 compared wit» 
$704,806,000 in the previous year. 

Earnings of 110 manufactring 
companies in the last three months 
of 1939 wére $272,742,000, a gain of 
62 per cent from the fourth quar- 
ter of 1938—best period of that year. 

Profits for the year disclosed 
comebacks by railroads and the 
steel industry. Twenty-eight roads 
showed a net income for the year 
of $70,376,000 compared with a defi- 
cit of $454,000 in 1938. 

The 16 steel companies reporting 
so far increased their income from 
$1,211,000 in 1938 to $114,558,000 in 
1939. During the fourth quarter, 
near-capacity operations enabled 
these companies to roll up profits 
of $66,064,000 against $13,901,000 in 
the same period of 1938. 

Thirteen manufacturers of ma- 
chinery earned $7,704,000, more than 
double their 1938 net of $3,736,000. 
Twenty utilities earned $117,748,000 
against $106,748,000 the previous 
year. Eight store chains reported a 
profit of $56,852,000 compared with 
$48,595,000 in 1938. 

A sharp rise in raw material 
costs, principally wheat, caused 12 
food companies to show net income 
of $32,017,000, slightly less than the 
$33,583,000 earned the year before. 

Profits of eight finance com- 
panies fell off fractionally from 
$32,823,000 in 1938 to $32,244,000 in 
1939.

Thus did Herlands unconsciously 
supply a summary of his own qual- 
ities that have won him the title 
of New York City’s No. 1 watchdog. 

“We need,” said Herlands, “a new 
conception of reform in govern- 
ment, We know that most reform 
now is the result of public hysteria 
or public clamor. It is usually tem- 


rary. 

“This department is attempting 
to put into operation the principles 
of scientific reform. Scientific re- 
form means continuous moderniza- 
tion and reorganization of govern- 
mental machinery to meet new 
problems. Objective inquiry must 
precede intelligent reconstruction. 
Such inquiry is a necessary part 
of the regular functions of govern- 
ment.” 

Science and Business. 

Reform, Herlands thinks, should 
be a science and a business. To 
that end, the public should choose 
trained men and women for the 
public service. 

To put his preaching into prac- 
tice, Herlands has contrived a 
novel arrangement with local col- 
leges and universities whereby out- 
standing students are permitted to 
“intern” in city jobs, receiving cred- 
it at school for their efforts in be- 
half of municipal government. They} 
are assigned to study long-range 
problems: juvenile delinquency, 
housing, crime, budgeting, relief. 
When they graduate many will 
make public service a career, and, 
if the Herlands plan is carried out, 
New York municipal jobs will be 
open to them.

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Cheese 
Recipes

NDER the term cheese, we find 
[): great variety of products, 

ranging from the simplest type 
of cottage cheese to fine Roque- 
fort, Camembert and other well- 
ripened cheeses which demand long 
curing under special conditions. 
There are said to be at least 500 
varieties made in various parts of 
the world, although many of these 
are not known outside of their 
own vicinities. 

During the Dark Ages, the secrets 
of cheese making were preserved 
in-the monasteries. New varieties 
were originated by the monks and 
handed down from one to another. 
To the Trappist monks we owe 
Port du Salut from France and 
Oka from Canada. The first men- 
tion of Roquefort is found in con- 
nection with the monastery Conques. 
This cheese is still made of sheep's 
milk and is ripened in the moist 
air of the caves of the town of 
Roqguefort. Instead of the bread 
whose mould was used to provide 
the special flavor, a culture made 
from local mushrooms is now add- 
ed. Only cheese actually made in 
this district of France is allowed 
to be labeled Roquefort. Another 
variety which has very much the 
same flavor is known as Blue, 
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@ SWITZERLAND is proud of its 
own cheese and marks all of the 
Gruyere type manufactured there 
with the full name of the country. 
French Gruyere and American 
Swiss have many of the same char- 
acteristics. 

Every country prides itself on its 
own special products. From Hol- 
land come Edam and Gouda, from 
Italy come Caciocavallo, Gorgon- 
zola, Bel Paese and Parmesan, 
from Germany comes Munster, 
from Scandinavia come Gammelost 
and Gjedeost, from England Stilton 
and Cheddar, from France among 
many besides Roquefort, Camem- 
bert and Port du Salut, we have 
Pont L’Eveque, from Belgium 
comes Limburger. These are just 
a few of the best known and all 
of which can be bought in this 
gountry. They may be all classed 
as luxury cheese and should gener- 
ally be used in their own form with 
French bread or crackers and fruit 
for dessert, 

®  @&. ® 

@ AMONG our own native prod- 
ucts we find Liederkrantz, which 
originated in this country. Its flavor 
and texture allow it. to be classed 
with the’fine imported products. 
Many of these latter have been 
duplicated here, with more or less 
success. Our American Cheddar is, 
however, the cheese which we gen- 
erally put to use in the prepara- 
tion of the many cheese dishes 
which we like to use for lunch or 
for supper. Variations of this are 
to be found under many trade 
names and are particularly use- 
ful as sandwich spreads, 

In Europe bread and whatever 
local cheese is produced in large 
quantities furnish many a full 
meal. 


TOASTED CHEESE 


One-half pound fresh cheese, one 
teaspoon salt, one-half teaspoon 
mustard, paprika, one egg, one- 
half cup milk. 

Cut cheese in smal! pieces. Place 
in a greased oven-proof pie plate. 
Sprinkle with mixed seasonings. 
Break the egg over the cheese and 
beat it slightly; add enough milk 
to cover the cheese, Bake in a 
moderate oven, 375 degrees Fahren- 
heit, in the plate in a pan of hot. 
water, about 30 minutes or until | 
brown and set. 


INTERNATIONAL SANDWICH 
Three English muffins or six 


-rounds of bread, six slices cheese, 


mixed mustard, six slices Bermuda 
onion, six slices tomatoes, salt, 
pepper, butter. 

Split the English muffins or cut 
rounds of bread and toast on one 
side, Arrange cheese on each muf- 
fin or untoasted side of bread; 
spread lightly with mustard, place 
an onion slice on cheese and 4ar- 
range a slice of tomato on onion. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
dot with butter. Put under the 
broiling flame to brown. 


ROQUEFORT DRESSING 


One teaspoon salt, one teaspoon 
mustard, one-half teaspoon paprika, 
one teaspoon sugar, one teaspoon 
onion juice, two tablespoons vine- 
gar, one-half cup salad oil, two 


ounces crumbled Roquefort cheese./ 


Mix dry ingredients and add to 
onion juice, vinegar and oil. Mix 
well. Add cheese and beat well 
with a fork. 


CREME FROMAGE 


Three tablespoons coffee, one-half 
cup boiling water, one tablespoon 
cold water, two teaspoons gelatin, 
two packages cream cheese, two 
tablespoons sugar, three egg whites. 

Add coffee to boiling water, cover 
and let stand five minutes. Add 
cold water to gelatin. Strain cof- 
fee essence through a cloth into 
gelatin and stir until dissolved. 
Beat cream cheese very well with 
a fork, stir in sugar and then the 
coffee mixture. Fold in stiffly 
beaten egg whites.

Mushrooms as Fine Food

T wasn’t so many years ago that mushrooms were considered a 
luxury. In making my rounds of the food stores, I find they are 
now reasonably priced and are available practically throughout the 


When I was a young chap we used to go into the woods and pick 
mushrooms. There were toadstools around, too, so when we asked 
the expert mushroom picker how to tell the difference between a mush- 
room and a toadstool, his terse reply was, “Eat one of them; if. you 


live, it’s a mushroom.” 


A mushroom farm that I visited 
some years ago was located in or 
near Plainfield, N. J. The owner of 
the farm opened a restaurant on 
the premises and featured a full- 
course mushroom dinner. As I re- 
call, an appetizer of mushroom 
stems and small button mushrooms 
marinated in a delicious French 
dressing was served. After that 
came a cream of mushroom soup. 
That was followed with a perfect 
mushroom omelet. The main 
course was really something. It 
consisted of the extra large mush- 
rooms that were stuffed with a deli- 
cious filling and baked in the oven, 

This particular dish I consider an 
epicurean delight, so I am going to 
give you the recipe, and whether 
you pick your mushrooms in the 
woods or from a market stand, I’m 
sure you will enjoy it. 

MUSHROOM BOUCHEES 

Select the extra large-sized mush- 
rooms for this recipe. Wipe caps 
with damp cloth and remove the 
entire stem from six large mush- 
rooms. Chop the stems up fine 
and cook them in two tablespoons 
of butter, add one tablespoon of 
finely chopped shallot ‘or minched 
chopped cooked chicken and one 
teaspoon of finely chopped parsley. 
Moisten with meat stock and fill 
the muhsrooms caps with the mix- 
ture. Cover top with fine bread 
crumbs mixed with an equal quan- 
tity of grated cheese. Dot mush- 
rooms with a small piece of butter 
and place on a greased baking pan 
to cook in the oven for 15 to 20 
minutes,

Here is another recipe that you 
might find interesting and quite 
different from the usual way of 
serving mushrooms: 

MUSHROOMS SOUS CLOCHE 
(UNDER GLASS BELL) | 

Individual baking dishes with 
glass bell-shaped covers are neces- 
sary for this recipe. Grease bottom 
of individual baking dishes with 
butter. Put’a small circular piece 
of toast in baking dish, cover with 
peeled mushroom caps and build 
the bushrooms up high toward the 
center. Pour enough cream around 
toast to cover bottom of baking 
dish, cover with glass bell and 
place in a moderate oven to cook 
for 30 minutes. Add a little more 
cream to dish while cooking, as 
toast will absorbe quite a quantity 
and there should be about two table- 
spoons of cream when dish is 
served. Bell dishes are sent from 
oven to table and cover removed at 
the table.

FRENCH FRIED MUSHROOMS 

Select mushrooms of large, uni- 
form size. Peel caps and leave 
one-half inch stem on each mush- 
room. Dip in light batter and fry 
in deep hot fat or oil until lightly 
browned. Drain on brown paper 
and sprinkle with salt. Light bat- 


ter: One-half cup of flour, one tea- 
spoon of baking powder, one-fourth 
teaspoon of salt, one-fourth cup of 
milk and one egg. Mix and sift 
dry ingredients, add milk gradu- 
ally and egg well beaten.

Small cream puffs filled with ice 
cream or custard cream and cov- 
ered with chocolate sauce make an 
interesting dessert. We served them 
years ago in Rector’s and in those 
days the dessert was known as 
Profitrolles au Chocolate, 
CHOUX-PASTE FOR CREAM PUFFS 

OR ECLAIRS 
‘One cup boiling water, one-half 
cup butter, one cup cake flour, 
three eggs. 

Set the water and butter over the 
fire in a small saucepan; when 
boiling, sift in the flour, cook and 
stir constantly until the mixture 
leaveg the sides of the pan in a 
smooth, compact mass. Turn into a 
mixing bowl, break in an egg and 
beat until the mixture is smooth; 
beat in the second egg, then the 
third egg. he eggs are added un- 
beaten, Shape (with two teaspoons) 
on a greased baking sheet in rounds 
for cream puffs, in stripe one inch 
by five for eclairs. Allow enough 
space on baking sheet for puffs to 
expand while cooking. Bake in mod- 
erate over 30 minutes (400 degrees) 
for 10 minutes, then reduce heat to 
350 degrees and finish baking. 
When cool, take a sharp knife and 
make a small cut in the side of the 
puff large enough to admit filling, 
which can be forced in with a 
pastry bag and tube.

ORM choux paste into tiny puffs 

and cook in moderate oven until 

lightly browned. These tiny puffs 
will cook in less time than the 
larger ones. The puffs when cooked 
should be about the size of a large 
walnut. When cool they are filled 
with ice cream, custard cream or 
whipped cream and four are served 
to a portion. Arrange three close 
together on a dessert plate and 
place the fourth one in the center 
on top of the others. Just before 
serving pour chocolate sauce over 
the top. 

CUSTARD CREAM FILLING 

Two-thirds cup of sugar, three ta- 
blespoons corn starch, one-fourth 
teaspoon galt, one pint milk, two 
eggs, one teaspoon vanilla. 

Mix dry ingredients. Add milk 
and cook in top part of double 
boiler about 15 minutes, stirring 
constantly until thick. Beat eggs 
slightly and add to the cooked mix- 
ture. Cool and add vanilla. 

CHOCOLATE SAUCE 

Melt one square of unsweetened 
chocolate, add one tablespoon of 
butter and pour on gradually one- 
third cup of boiling water. Bring 
to boiling point and add one cup 
of sugar and two tablespoons of 
white corn syrup. Boil for five or 
six minutes. Cool slightly and add 
a few grains of salt and one-half 


teaspoon of vanilla.
